ITALIAN MOVEMENTS AND PROSPECTS. 


Tue state of Italy is very disquieting. There are several indica- 
tions of approaching difficulties if not actual disturbances. The 
continuance of the war, though as yet confined to the East, has 
, hot unnaturally excited a vivid and general sensation. No one 
|| believes that the present condition of that wretched jaud can be 
| permanent; and therefore every political movement arouses at 
‘| once the hopes of the oppressed aud the fears of the oppressors. 
|| The spirited behaviour of Piedmont in gallantly joining the 
;| Western Powers; the recruiting for au Anglo-I\alian legion ; the 
attempt of Austria to throw dust in the eyes of Europe and to 





|| offer a sop to her own subjects by the proposed revival of those 
|| miserable mockeries of representative institutious, the Lombardo- 
|| Venetian Central Congregations; and the stupid and brutal pro- 
|| ceedings of the King of Napies and his police—whom alarm seems 
to have driven actually frantic,—are all so many siguificant symp- 
toms of coming change. 

It would be bard indeed if the present European struggle should 
pass over without bringing some good to that oppressed Penin- 
sula. Itis not ovly wild patriots aud chimerical republicans who 
now grieve over Italian sorrows avd grow indignant at Italian 
wrongs: Conservatives, as well as Liberals of every grade, are 
| beginning to feel and to avow that there are excesses of despotism 
that cannot be borne, aud cruelties so brutal and degrading that 
neighbouring nations, more advanced ia civilisation, ought not to 
stand tamely by and see them perpetrated without protest. It is 
| beginning to be admitted, even among the ruling classes of better 

| lauds, that there are tyraunies which justify rebellicn and movarchs 
| so bad that brother potentates must not stain their characters by 
| endeavouring or even wishing to uphoidthem. It is felt, too, that 


the sway of Russia—which we are in arms to restrain—is not more 
barbarising or benumbing than the sway of Austria at Milan, or 
| of the Pope at Rome, or of King Ferdinand at Napies—to which 
| hitherto we have afforded at least couutenance or aid. It is felt, 
| finally, that the condition of the Christian subjects of the Ottoman 
Porte, which the Allied Powers have in a mauuer pledged them- 
selves to ameliorate, is in no degree more suffering or enslaved 
than that of the Protestants of Tuscany or the moderate and con- 
stitutional Liberals of Lombardy, Naples, or Romague. ‘There is 
nothing new in these circumstances—scarcely any aggravated fea- 
tures: what is new is the higher avd more conservative class of 
politicians, here aud elsewhere, who have opened their eyes to the 
_ and are slowly admitting the inferences to be drawn from 
em. 
| _ Moreover the conduct of Piedmont both in government and war 
| 18 gradually creating iu the minds of our more timid Libera/s and 
Suspcious Tories a juster appreciation of the manly and solid 
| Qualities of the Italian character. ‘Til! 1848 the foolish, ill-con- 
| rived, and abortive attempts of the various insurgent bodies io 
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that country ; their inability to make any head against the smallest 
bodies of regular troops, or to organise their own raw levies ; their 
hasty explosions, followed by surrenders as hasty and yet more 
disreputable,—had worn out popular sympathy and discredited 
the whole people. But the movements of that great revolutionary 
year caused in all close observers a marked revulsion of opinion. 
The rapid and signal successes of the first Milanese outbreak, | 
when in five days they drove every Austrian out of Lombardy 
or confined them within a few citadels and fortresses, showed | 
energy where it was least suspected ;—while the gallant defences of 
Rome and Venice, and still more the admirable internal govern- 
ment of those cities during the republican régime, gave evidence 
both of fighting and organising talent rare enough in any iand, 
aud wholly unexpected there. Never, it is now admitted, was 
there more perfect aelf-government or less crime and disorder in 
any State, than in Venice during tue dictatorship of Manin, and 
in Rome under the triumvirate of which Mazzini was the chief. 
But these spirited and well-conducted experiments fell beneath 
overwhelming foreign forces, and the proofs of capacity and worth 
they gave might have been forgotten or denied, had not the Sar- | 
dinian Government survived to show, by indisputable evidence, | 
what Italians, when left to themselves, can do. Starting in the 
spring of 1848 with a judicious constitution granted by the King, 
passing through the perilous crisis of a war forced upon them | 
partly by the extreme democrats at home, partly by the | 
general excitement around them, the Piedmontese, by the 
most admirable and even dexterous management, have steered 
their young vessel safely through all imaginable dangers 
during seven eventfal years. Yet these dangers have been 
of the most imminent and deadly nature. The Piedmontese | 
Liberals had no experience in the management of constitu- 
tional forms—a problem which we know from the failures of other 
nations to be of the most difficult solution; yet they have | 
managed themas skilfully as Englishmen themselves. They had | 
to contend atone and the same time against two opposite foes | 
—the Reactionists (aided by the priests) who abhorred the very 1 
name of hberty or constitution,—and the Republicans who were |: 
reckless enough to assume a hostile attitude towards any Govern- | 
ment that did not go their length and adopt their intolerant and | 
narrow creed. And while steering this delicate and anxious || 
course and making head against both these contradic ory oppo- |} 
nents, they had also to carry on a subtle war with the Court of | 
Rome, which was striving to bring them back under its crushiog | 
incubus, and to bafile and withstand the underhand intrigues otf 
Austria, who saw tue full meaning and peril of suffering the | 
successfui establishment of a really free and prosperous State so | 
close to her own contrasted dominions. They had to throw off |! 
priestly domination—and no people had been 60 priest-ridcen as 
the Piedmontese—without alarming or offending the sincerely || 
Catholic feelings of the nation; and they had to wach with the || 
most jealous care lest the violent and discontented among them- 
selves should, by outbreak or intrigue, give any excuse for Aus- |) 
trian interference, or in any degree turn away the warm sympa- || 
thies of the more liberal States of Europe. i 
All this they have done with the most consummate skill. Bora |} 
Anglo-Saxons could not have done it better, and would scarcely lave | 
done it so patiently. ‘Ihe maintenance of freedom has invigorated i 
industry and restoredcommerce. Railways and other public works | 
have given a vast stimulas to enterprise, and wealth and reveune | 
are steadily increasing. During this period, too, the constitution | 
of the Sardinian army has been entirely remodelled. It used to 
be nearly as aristocratic as oar own, and was sadly infected both |

by favouritism and corruption. Now, without fiying into the | 
opposite extreme, the door has been opened to all merit, and closed 
against all incapacity ; the troops are, we believe, amoug the | 
finest and best-equipped in Europe, and have already shown in | 
the Crimea that they are not inferior to those of France aud Eng- } 
land either in courage or in discipline. The effect of all this 
upon the future prospects of Italy—if only the Italian patriots 
will be patient aud bide their opportuuity—cannot be too highly 
estimated. ‘The Foreign Italian Legiou, composed of men drawn |} 
from every corner of the Peninsula, and trained by the hard ex- 
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gence his conduct with regard to Jewish emancipation, Charch 
rates, and Sunday observances. But temporising cannot go on

LORD STANLEY. 


v Je house is more efficiently represented than that of Derby. 
oe many who recollect the first advent of the present bead 
of the family to political life; what great things were predicted of 
him, what greater things were prophesied. He had all the fiery 
chivalrous qualities which made up the traditional aristocrat ; he 
had those undoubted powers of eloquence and address which are the 
surest passports to success jn the English House of Commons. 
And the last Lord Stanley was a successful man. Notwithstanding 
his political lapse, which in those days of party recrimination 
was a graver offence than it is reckoned now; notwithstanding 
the too happy hit of O'Connell—“the Derby Dilly cxrrying six 
“ inside "—he possessed great iofiuence in the House of Commons 
as a man of undoubted parts, of consammate eloquence, aud whose 
promise was still greater than bis performance, In ac evil hour 
he went before his time to the House of Tords. Mr Macaulay, 
in his speech on the Jadges Exclusion Bill of 1853, said with his 
accustomed brilliancy, but (bis enemies might add) with his ac- 
customed inaccuracy, that it mattered little to a member of Par- 
liament whether he sat upon green benches or red. How often the 
contrary has been proved! to how many rising statesmen have 
the red leather benches proved a fatal obstacle. In vain has 
Lord Stanley—or, as be has since become, the Earl of Derby— 
tried to infuse that calm and stony audience with his own fire ; 
many times they have enjoyed and admired his eloquence, but it 
has been in a calm, gentiemanlike, noble, aristocratic, critical 
spirit; be has lost the element in which alone he lived—that of 
excitement, of controversy, of party warfare. Tried by the harder 
standard of statesmanlike sagacity, of senatorial dignity, of 
parliamentary wisdom, he has failed: not all his bigh professions 
can make the country forget that he quitted Sir Robert Peel 


can extinguish the ridicule which still attaches to the memory of 
the Ministry of which he was the chief. 

But another Lord Stanley has appeared om the stage of 
political life; and atan equally early age with his father he held 
office under the Crown as Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs. 
We will not perform the ungracions task of meastring the son 
by the father. Lord Stanley would not be the man which we 
hope he is, did he not regard the political career of the Earl of 
Derby with a reverence, or at least a respect, which it is not oar 
business, as it is probably not in our power, to dicturb. But 
those who recollect how anxiously every honest man in England 
was engaged last winter in taking stock of our material for fa:ure 
statesmen, will feel an interest, independent of all hereditary and 
historical association, in the career of a young man who seems to 
bid for the highest offices of the State, to whom fortune makes 
such a bid possible, and in whom nature and character make it 
not unreasonable or audacious. 

How Lord Stanley conducted himself during the short time 
that he was Under-Secretary of State we have no means of know- 
ing; but as a member of Parliament be bas laboured efficiently 
and spoken sensibly. We wish that we could add eloquently ; 
but it is undeniably true that Lord Stanley's oratory is marred by 
defects which may go far to hiuder his usefulness ard success in 
public life. We all know about Demosthenes and the pebbles, 
and it is to be hoped that by taking pains Lord Stanley may be 
able to overcome a defect, the importance of which in this country 
he is too sensible a man not to appreciate. The Noble Lord’s 
position is oue of obvious difficulty. Introduced by the Conser- 
vative party, bound to that party by the strongest natural ties, he 
is yet led to sympathise with many of those popular movements 
which bis party are by their traditions bound to hold in abhor- 
rence. Hitherto he has temporised with singular discretion : it 
must be owned, moreover, that his party have behaved towards 
him with great forbearance, and passed over with sivgular indul- 


for ever, and Lord Stanley has yet a difficult game to play, before 
he can be recoguised as an unhampered, independent member of 
Parliament, or as connected with a party, adherence to which 
does not involve exclusion from office. Lord Stanley's two most 
recent appearances have been—so to speak—extra official. His 
address to the members of different mechanics’ institutes of Lan- 
cashire, assembled on a pleasure excursion in bis father’s park at 
Knowsley, partaking as it did of the private character and con- 
sequently the sacredness of hospitality, might not justify criticism, 
but may admit of hearty eulogy. It was, indeed, admirable in 
tone and temper, in what it did say aud what it did not say. In 
its cordial expression of hearty good-wili, in its clear manly treat- 
ment of matters of common neighbourly interest, it might serve

ance of those patronising airs and benevolent vulgarisms, and yet 
more vulgar obsequiousness, into which the finest gentlemen are 
apt to fall when speaking words by heart, not from the heart, 


The other matter to which we have referred is Lord Stanley's 
letter to the Zimes about thealteration of the parliamentary ses. 
sion. We do not commit ourselves to a full approval of his sug- 
gestion. After all, it is as hopeless to interfere with manners as 
with trade. These things adjast themselves according to the 
common convenience, and this convenience is apt to be sacrificed to 
an apparent advantage in any deliberate extraneous act of inaovation. 
It is not unlikely, as has been said, that the real evil of a protracted 
session would be found to lie deeper than in those causes which 
any mere arrangement of seasons could remove ; in the prolixity 
of members, and ig the natural proneness of mankind in gene- 
ral and the House of Commons in particular to postpone till 
Easter what might be done at Christmas. Be this as it may, 
Lord Staniey’s letter was a clever, exhaustive, well-sustained argu- 
ment, and brings him creditably before tae publiceye. We do not 
venture to foretell events with the certainty of Dr Cumming; 
indeed, the importance which belongs to public speaking in this 
country, and the defect to which we have alluded in Lord Staniey's 
manner and mode of speaking, make, we fear, his ultimate suc- 
cess a matter of extreme doubt. Still, in scanning the political 
horizon, in asking ourselves who are the coming men, who, when 
in the course of nature the present generation of statesmen 
has completed its lengthened spell of service, are to stand be- 
twen us and the deluge—confining our gaze, as reasonable men 


must, within those limits which our parliamentary and social 
condition prescribe, there are few young members of Parliament 


on whom the eye rests so hopefully as Lord Stanley.

THE TRADE OF SEVEN MONTHS. 


THe monthly tables now published for the trade of July showa 
falling off in some imports. In every class of animals there is a 
decline, the coasequence of a decreasing relative difference of 
price betweea our country aad the Continent, and this was the 
consequence of a greater rise of price there than here, not of a 
fall in our prices. ‘There is a decline, too, in coffee, cotton, cubic 
nitre, some dyestuffs, flax, hemp, some leather manufactures, 


timber, wiue, &c. For some of the decline it is eaay to account, 
but not for all, 

At first it seems difficult to explain why the quantity of cubic 
nitre and saltpetre imported should have diminished, but the ex- 
planation is to be found in the fact that last year the war induced 
larger importations than were very profitable to the importers. 
At the end of Aprii, 1854, rough saltpetre sold for 433 44s; 
but at the end of April, 1855, the price bad fallen to 228 28s, | 
and the importation of the article in the seven months of the 
three years will at once explain the reduction of price and the 
falling off in the imports in the present year. There was im-

The great increase in the imports in 1854 caused the reduction 
of price noticed in the early part of 1855. In the seventh mouth 
of 1854, the imports were more than double those of the seventh 
month of 1853, and, the price having fallen from 44s to 28s, the dim!- 
nished imports of 1855 ensued. In a few lines, the whole course of | 
trade is epitomised, except as it also introduces new commodities, 
and creates new wants and new pleasures. An additional demand 
arose, or was expected, for saltpetre, on account of the war, and the | 
price rose. The watching merchant dispatched his orders abroad | 
to buy saltpetre and send it hither. The saltpetre came. The ex: | 
pectation of reaping great advantages caused more to be imported | 
than was at the moment required. The merchants who held stocks | 
when the demand first arose, and got first into the market, made | 
money ; those who held no stocks, and bought, perhaps, in a rising 
market, and could not sell before the market declined, lost money. 
There was over-trading and a panic on a small scale, such 3 
continually occur in trade. The great utility of the watching 
merchant, equally ready to endeavour to supply every other went 





as well as that of saltpetre as it arises, is obvious, and ought 
always to be remembered, particularly when his operations end, 
as in this case, probably, in kis own loss. By him, auder compe- 
tition, the public is well and watchfally supplied, and even his loss 
is not its disadvantage.

It is remarkable that the additional supply which has made up 
artly for the shortness of the American crop comes from the Brazile, 
and “other parts.” From British India the supply is re- 
latively shorter than from the United States. It fails us more thao 
that of the States; and the fact is rather unfavourable to the 
speculations of those who wish to make us independent of the 
States, and dependent chiefly on our own possessions. The bigh 
freights that have prevailed, and are always likely to prevaii 
with a profitahle trade, would obviously make it extremely dan- 

rous for our manufacturers to increase their dependence on 

ndia for a supply of cotten, In 1855, when we have a short sup- 

ply from other quarters, India has sent us one-third less than in 
1853. 


The falling off in coffee and sugar imported in the month and in 
the seven months, nearly 5,000,000 lbs of the former in each, and 
in the latter more than 1,000,000 owts in the seven months, 
while the consumption has increased, accounts for the firmness 

«lately displayed in the coffee and sugar markets. Of both articles, 
and also of tea, the increased consumption has been considerable ; 
but while the imports of the latter have increased in the month, 
though not in the seven months, the imports of the former have 
fallen off, owing entirely to the growth and production being 
somewhat below the wants of the commercial world. 

The quantities of timber and of wine imported have declined, 
and the consumption of both has fallen off considerably. In the 
seven months as follows:—

As both ‘these articles contribute much to the revenue, the 
decline in the consumption will tell on the resources of the State, 
though it will be more than made up for probably by the increased 
consumption of other tax-paying articles, such as cocoa, coffee, 
sugar, tallow, tea, and tobacco. Of spirits, there has been 150,000 
gallons more rum consumed, and 92,000 gallons less of brandy 
and Geneva. The decline in the consumption of timber is the 
only point that under this head is of much importance, and it indi- 
cates a suspension of those various building operations, which, 
whether they end in manufactories or dwellings, or both, denote in 
the people the existence of activity, prosperity, and hope. 


The principal articles of which the importations in the month 
have jincreased are barilla, bark, brimstone, caoutchouc, cocoa, 
wheat, oats, Indian corn, flour, some trifling cotton manufactures, 
such as gloves, some dyestuffs, currants, guano, hides, boots and 
shoes, some manufactures of linen, most of the metals, palm, olive, 
and rape oil, opium, potatoes, butter, cheese, mahogany, rice, 
rum, seeds, waste and thrown silk, some spices, tallow, tea, to- 
bacco, turpentine, wool, &c. Several of these, though in excess 
of the month, have fallen off in the seven months, as barilla, 
brimstone, wheat, oats, flour, Indian corn, wool, &c. The in- 
creased importation of corn and flour in the mosth—bulky articles 
—supplies an explanation in part of the increase in the tonnage 
entered inwards in the month. 

The declared value of our exports has fallen off in the month 
1,289,260/, and in the seven months, 7,349,940/, the average de- 
cline per month being 1,049,991/, so that the falling off in the pre- 
sent month is nearly 240,000/ more than the average decline. In the 
fourth month of the seven the exports of 1855 exceeded those of 
1854; in every other month they have fallen off. In the third 
month the comparative decline was upwards of 2,700,000/,and inthe 
second month nearly 2,500,000. In February and March navigation 
was very much impeded by the weather, and the great decline 
of exports in those months led to the excess of exports in 
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April. Otherwise there bas been a falling off all through the 
ear, month by month. Even now, however, the total falling off 
n our exports in the seven months scarcely exceeds the falling off 

in our exports to Australia and the United States in the first four 

months of the year, as we stated on referring to the trade returns 
for June, and this falling off is fully explained by the overdone 
trade last year to those two countries. The decline in July affects 
most articles, except beer, butter, cheese, candles, coal and culm, 
sewing thread (both cotton and linen), unenumerated manafactares 
of cotton, fish, plate glass, cowrought leather, machinery unenu- 

merated, copper, brass, lead, tin plates, some silk manufactures, 
hrown silk, soap, wool, and woollen articles entered at value. The 

falling off amounts in seven months to about 12} per cent.; and 
under avy other circumstances than those of the excessive trade 
of Jast year to the United States and Australia and its paralysed 
condition this year, while there is at present a certainty of its 
recovering, might excite some apprehensions. The condition. of 
trade now ig the lassitude that follows excess, which in young

To Russiain 1854 the exports were next to nothing, but to Sweden 
and Norway, Denmark, and Prussia, which might all be roads for 
conveying goods to Russia, the increase was 703,630/, within 
half a million of our total exports to Russia in 1853. It is pro 
bable that a large portion of this increase has found its way into 
Russia. There was an increase of exports to Hamburg, also, of 
320,0001, part of which might have gone in the same direction. 

Amongst the countries to which our exports increased in 1855, 
we may mention France, from 2,636,330/ to 3,175,2901, or 20 per 
cent.; Turkey, from 2,029,305/ to 2,758,605/, or 25 percent. ; and 
Egypt, from 787,111/ to 1,253,353/, or 60 per cent. To the Prin- 
cipalities the falling off was very large—the exports almost ceased ; 
and to the United States the falling off was considerable, 
2,248,058/, being more than the total falling off in our exports in 
1854, 1,634,881/. This total, it may be further noticed, is made 
up of a falling off to foreign countries of 2,150,992/, which is less 
than the falling off to the United States, and 516,111/ increase of 
exports to British possessions. Again, the total increase to 
British possessions is made up of an increase to each of our pos- 
sessions except those of South Africa, the Mauritius, and Austra- 
lia. The exports to Australia show, in 1854, a decrease of 
2,582,348, while the increase to India is 1,840,274/. For the 
slight reduction in our exports in 1854 as compared to 1853, and 
for the different distribution of the whole, it is quite plain that 
other circumstances than the war have had more influence than 
it has had. 





THE VICTORY ON THE TCHERNAYA. 


A FORTNIGHT ago we published a short telegraphic despatch, an- 
nouncing a victory on the Tchernaya. In the course of the 
present week the full particulars have reached the metropolis of 
this great event. It was contested on the part of the Allies by 
the French and the Sardinians, supported by English cavalry, 
though the latter were not called into action, and ended for them 
most gloriously. The following is the principal part of General 
Simpson’s subsequent despatch, dated Sebastopol, August 18 :— 

The action commenced before daylight on the morning of the 16th, by 
a heavy column of Russians, under the command of General Liprandi, 
and composed of the 6th and 17th divisions, with the 4th and 7th divi- 
sions in reserve, attacking the advanced post of the Sardinians. 

The ground occupied by them is on commanding hills on the right of 
the position, on the left bank of the Souhaia river, where it forms its 
junction with the Tchernaya, with two advanced posts on the opposite 
side. These were held with very determined gallantry for a considerable 
time, but, being separated from their supports by the river, and not 
having the protection of artillery, they were compelled to leave the most 
advanced one. 

About the same time the 5th and 12th divisions, to which was added 
a portion of the 17th, advanced against the bridge of Traktir, held by one 
battalion of i'rench infantry of the line, who were for a short time obliged 
to yield and fall back upon the main supports; with these, however, 
they quickly retook the bridge at the point of the bayonet. 

Again the Russians attacked with persevering courage, and were 
enabled to follow up their advantage by gaining the heights which rise 
precipitiously on each side of the road ; their success was but momentary ; 
they were driven back across the river, leaving the ground covered with 
dead and wounded. 

The Russian general, in no way daunted by the failure of his two 
attempts, ordered a second column, of equal force to the first, to attack ; 
they advanced with such impetuosity, covered by the fire of their nume- 
rous artillery, that a third time the bridge was carried, and the heights 
above it crowned, but they were again repulsed, and retired in great 
confusion into the plain, followed by the bayonets of our gallant Allies. 

The general officer who commanded the Russian column, and who is 
supposed to be General Read, was killed, and in his possession was 
found the orders for the battle, signed by Prince Gortschakoff, who 
commanded in person. 

From these it would appear that it was a most determined attempt to 
force us to raise the siege. Had they succeeded, Balaklava was to have 
been attacked by one portion of their army, while the heights on which 
‘we now are were to have been stormed with the other ; at the same 
time & Vigorous sortie was to have been made from the town on the 
French works, on our extreme left, from the Quarantine, and another 
on the works on our extreme right on Mount Sapoune. 

The action which I have endeavoured to describe is most glorious to 
the arms of the French and Sardinian troops. To meet the force of the 
Russians the former had but 12,000 infantry, and four batteries of ar- 
tillery engaged ; the latter had 10,000 men in position, 4,500 actually 
engaged, and 24 pieces of cannon. 

_ The Russian force consisted of from 50,000 to 60,000 men, with 160 
pieces of artillery, and cavairy to the amount of 6,000. 

_This disparity of numbers will readily explain to your Lordship the 
difficulty that would have been experienced had an attempt been made 
to follow up the advantage by a pursuit. The Russian retreat, more. 
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over, was protected by the fire from the heavy guns in position on the 
Mackenzie heights. 

The loss sustained by the Russians is estimated at between 5,000 and 
and 6,000 men, including 600 prisoners, while on the part of the Allies 
it does not amount to more than 1,000 men. 

This brilliant affair has caused the greatest delight among the ranks of 
the allied army ; and while it adds fresh lustre to the gallant achievements 
of the French arms, it is with the utmost pleasure that I have to record 
the intrepid conduct and gallant bearing of the Sardinian troops, under 
General Della Marmora, who have for the first time met, conquered 
and shed their blood against our common enemy who is now disturbing 
the peace of Europe. 

Captain Mowbray’s battery of 32-pounder howitzers was placed in 
advanee with the Sardinian troops, and did most excellent service in 
preventing the advance of the enemy’s artillery. 

Our cavalry, under Lieutenant-General Sir J. Scarlett, K.C.B., was 
placed in the plain of Balaklava, prepared to take advantage of any cir- 
cumstance that might present itself, but the opportunity did not arise 
for calling upon their services. 

General Pelissier’s report is still more minute and circumstan- 
tial, and gives great praise to the Sardinians, but, containing 
long accounts of the movements of the different corps of the 
French army, we must refer for it to the morning papers. On 
all the French officers and troops it bestows just and well-merited 
eulogiums. 

We have subsequent advices from the Crimea to the 27th in- 
stant, when nothing of importance had occurred, but the siege 
works were progressing satisfactorily. In the Russian account 
Prince Gortschakoff admits great losses. Amongst the dead are 
Generals Read, Weimann, and Cverwiky. The Prince attributes 
the defeat to the too great impetuosity of the right columns of 
attack. 








AUSTRALIA. 


ARRIVALS to the 20th of June from Melbourne, six weeks later 
than our last accounts, add but little to our previous information. 
Trade continned to improve, though the money market was 
stringent, and great hopes were entertained that the supplies of 
commodities would be reduced nearer to a level with the demand. 
We have a month’s later account of the produce of the Victoria 
gold-fields than we published on the 4th ult., showing in the 
month an increase of the receipts by escort of 152,809 ounces in 
the fifth month, and of 311,616 ounces in the quantities shipped. 
We subjoin the figures. The receipts by escort of the first five 
months of 1854 and 1855, with the shipments, were as fol- 
lows :—

After a protracted session, the Legislative Council had been pro- 
rogued, and the Governor stated that a sum of considerably 
more than 1,000,000/ had been saved ofthe money originally esti- 
mated as required for the services of the year; but this saving 
does not seem to have reduced the expenditure within the reve- 
nue of the colony. The Governor finds himself,jas he explains 
in the following passage, unable to carry out the many projects | 
for public works whick had been set on foot, and which he and 
others regard as necessary for the welfare of the colony. He | 
says :— 

The Legislative Council has resolved that “ this house deems it inex- 
pedient and impolitic in the Government introducing any new mode of 
taxation during the present session,” and therefore I am unable to give 
effect to their votes. Iam compelled to stop such of the public works 
as are not under contract, and to make further reductions in those esta- 
blishments which the Ccuncil had resolved to be necessary for the per- 
formance of the public service. I regret to be obliged to record these 
facts, but the colony cannot flourish if its finances are not in a healthy 
state. On them the capitalist depends for the security of his money; | 
and, in a young country more especially, due regard should be had to 
the consideration which it is likely to enjoy abroad, 


To put a stop to the immense outlay projected, has been 
found, as we pointed out several months ago, indispensable ; and 
we hope vo attempt will again be made, as the prosperity of the 


colony revives, to form establishments scarcely appropriate to 4 || 


great, rich, and secure empire, and very much out of place in 4 | 
colony that is only just put on its legs, and yet scarcely able to 


go steadily alone. Its course to that future greatness, which || 


we hope it is destined to reach, will be only retarded by the ex- 
travagant and wanion expenditure which we formerly deprecated. 





CHINA.—THE INSURRECTION. 


From the following paragraph extracted from the Overland China 
Mail. dated Hong Kong, July 10th, it seems as if the rebellion 
in China were coming to an unsuccessful termination :— 


During the last month, Canton has been quiet, and there have a 
many signs of returning peace in the proviace at large, in the increase ~ 
boats on the river coming from distant places, and in the amount 0 
produce received. The envoy from Cochin-China has reached here — 
Kwangsi, where he had been detained en route from Peking for the bes 
part of a year, in consequence of the interruption of intercourse. — Many 
boats, laden with all who could escape from the ruin of their villages, 
have come too, seeking for employment and food. The whole bank of 
the river on the south of the city is lined with these and other boats so 
as make it difficult to get up to the jetties. Many houses and shops are 
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rebuilding or altering, and at Fuhshan strong efforts are making to re- 
build shops and revive manufactories. Farmers have generally begun to 
cut their rice, and will probably find the crop more than usually remu- 
nerative, and enable some of them at least to rebuild aad replenish their 
desolate homes. 

It must be owing, in some degree at least, to this feeling of returning 
security and peace, that the people here and ia the neighbouring districts 
are so indifferent—nay, so well satisfied—with the wholesale destruction 
of life going on at the execution ground. The month of May was more 
bloody than the last, but it is fearful to live in a city where three or four 
hundred human beings are almost daily taken out of the gates and exe- 
cuted with hardly a regret or a thought. The prisoners, brought to the 
city from all parts of the province except the south-western prefectures, 
are mostly arrested through the agency of the gentry of the townships, 
and in some degree tried by them before being sent up to the higher 
courts. Rebellion is almost the only charge against the unhappy men, 
and they submit to their fate with a degree of apathy as painful as is the 
satisfaction exhibited by the rulers and people. Although only partially 
secured in the prisons, and herded together like cattle, there has been 
no attempt to break their bounds and sell their lives by the destruction 
of their keepers. Perhaps the want of food partly accounts for their in- 
difference. The carcases are carried to the east side of the city, and 
thrown into large pits, the batch of each day into one hole. The daily 
average since June Ist has been between 250 and 275. We hear of no 
more wholesale drowning and decapitation at Shauking, so that it is 
probable the death-warrant sent there has been re-called. 

A new Collector of Customs is expected here ere long; and not only 
Tsang, but the Governor-General, Baron Yeh, and His Excellency Pih- 
kwei, the Mongolian Governor, may also expect to be transferred to some 
other posts in the empire. The high provincial officers of Kwangtung 
have all had an unusually long tenure of office, and deserve well of their 
Imperial master. It has been a game of life and death with them for a 
year past; and now that they are sure of success, moderation would re- 
dound to their credit.

FRENCH HUSBANDRY. 
L’OISE.—NORMANDY. 


Tue more we wander through the rural districts of France, the 
more we are impressed with the iutslligence and industry of the 
French peasantry. It is true that where the land is very light, or 
where it is wet and wants draining, the corn crops are poor and thin; 
for, in the first case, the land does not obtain that assistance in the 
way) of manure which is necessary to render poor light soils pro- 
ductive; aud in the latter, po effectual means of removing super- 
fluous moisture appears to be known, or at least to be within the 
reach of the French occupier, But where the land is naturally good, 
careful tillagewithout mach manure produces very large crops of grain. 
Thus, from Bresle (on the road from Clermont) to Beauvais (Depart- 
ment L’Oise) the road lies through a beautiful undulating country, 
now bearing very heavy crops of wheat, oate, and barley. Judging 
from their appearance, the wheat must yield below 40 bushels to the 
acre, and the other grain in proportion. Here, 12 or 14 miles, the 
land is a good loam on an open subsoil; there is no great breadth 
of grain crop, and scarcely avy cattle oc sheep are to be seen in the 
fields. A good deal of land is appropriated to the vine, which at this 
season looks remarkably well. Oxen here appear to do much of 
the farm and road work; they are very large duu and fawn-coloured 
animals, such as we see imported from Spain and sold in Smithfield 
market. They draw from the head, and, except a padded bur across 
the forehead, to the end of which the traces are attached, they have 
no harness whatever, and appear to do their work with great ease to 
themselves, Their pace isslow, but that is in accordance with every- 
thing in France, where nobody or anything moves with much rapidity. 
One can’t help regretting, that of the fine grain crops referred 10, so 
large a proportion will certainly be wasted by shedding, for the 
means of the different occupiers being wholly inadequate to get in 
their corn before it has become greatly overripe, and their being no 
or little) extra hired labour, the loss always sustained from this 
cause is estimated to amount to more than sufficient to seed the 
ground for the succeeding year. A wood—de Soligny—through 
which the road from Clermont to Bresle passes, is of great extent, and 
appears to be most admirably managed. It is Government property. 


A subsequent journey from Paris to Dieppe and back was still more 
interesting than that above referred to, from the great variety of tie 
scenery, as well as of the crops, and uses to which the land is applied, 
though the wheat crops are by no means good. This road (the rail- 
road) runs for the most part along the valley of the Seine, and when 
we reach Normandy we are reminded of our English sccnery. The 
permanent pastures are extensive and good, and the fields are gene- 
ral.y bounded by hedgerows, The fences, however, do not seem to 
be wholly relied on, for nearly every pasture field has a fold in the 
middle, made of high wooden hurdles—such as are sometimes used 
in deer parks in Eugland—and which are moveable, into which the 
cattle are driven at night. The whole of this district—through a 
distance of upwards ot 100 miles—is famous for dairy husbandry, and 
the cows are, we think, the finest for exclusive dairy purposes we ever 
recollect to have seeu. They are large animals of various colours, but 
chiefly red and white, yellow aud white, and brindled. They are also 
ot great subetance, aud in the hands of an English breeder of 
Shorthorns, might easily be moulied—and that without crossing— 
into a fine race of meat-producing cattle. The demand for really fat 
meat in France is, however, so very limited, that there is probably 
little inducement to French agriculturists to make much effurt in the 
direction of beef producing. That we might avail ours-lves of the 
Normandy breed for our own dairies is a matter which should re- 
€ive the attention of our breeders. The price, is about the same as 
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our own full-sized milch cows. A good two-year-old heifer, about 
which we made some inquiry with a view to purchase, but had not 
time to look at, was to be sold for between 14/ and 15/; and we pro- 
pose to import one of the breed for the purpose of crossing with the 
Shorthora, Indeed, in so many points the Normandy cow has some 
similarity to the Shorthorn, and ia an animal of such good form and 
substance, that we anticipate some very valuable animals may result 
from the cross. The French cover the feet of their horses more than 
we do, and with much advantage, for undoubtedly our road-going 
horses have their shoes made too narrow. An intended journey to 
Lyons and Grenoble will afford the opportunity of noting a few of the 
diversities of French husbandry which the passing traveller may read.

We own it is not without some compunction that we behold the im- 
mortal Bacchus made subject to the spirit of the age. He in whose | 
honour the Eviad Bacchse raved, round whose aitar were chanted 
strains that fired the Greek breast and moulded Greek taste, is now 
approached by other worshippers; the statist and the economist 
gather round his shrine; no longer the object of a frenzied liturgy, 
he is estimated, valued, and disposed of by the gallon. Seriously, 
we cannot but think that the materials of a delightful and popular 
as well as a useful book, are here sacrificed to an unnecessary severity 
of treatment. The whole circumstances of the growth and culture | 
of the grape are so attractive, the associations with the vine—of 
sunny skies and glowing lands—are so delightful, the subject | 
of generous wine is so interesting to a great majority of readers, 
that we regret the work being limited to a form which will remove 
it from the cognisance of all except political or commercial readers. To 
these, however, the book cannot fuil to be valuable, for it is the result 
of careful observation. The days have gone by whea Englishmen re- 
ceived Champagne as a general designation tor any sweet effervescen: 
beverage, Hock as the sponsor for all the various productions 
of the Rhine and the Moseile, while the rich stores of Bordeaux and | 
Burgundy were alike disposed of under the general term of French wines. 
But though railways have in this, as in other matters, done much to 
remove ignorance, and men have a vague idea of the main pecu- 
liarities ot the different most important wine districts, yet there is 
much knowledge still to be imparted. We fancy that to several it 
will be news that Sillery, which has so long been regarded as a pass- 
word for the creme de la creme of Champagne wines, has now fallen 
into local obscurity, and produces none but an unimportant, quite 
second-rate wine. Ochers, again, will be edified by reading of the dan- 
gers to which champagne is exposed in the many processes to which 
it is subject; while they see good and sufficient cause for preferring, 
asa rule, “still” to sparkling wines, were it only for the greater ex- 
emption which the former enjoy from the chances of aduiveration. 
Indeed, any informativn should be welcome which helps to fix or to 
promulgate the rules for taste iu wine. in this, as in more important 
matters, we are in av, anarchical condition, or, as others say, passing 
through a critical stage. Uhe dethronemeut of Port is complete: our 
grandfathers knew wh.t they liked; we, their more candid and widely- 
searching but less decided posterity, know that we do not like three, two, 
or evenone bottle ot Port daily, but, having arvived at this negative con- 
clusion, we stop. The old taith is gone, but no new one has taken its 
place; several wines are tried, but as yet no national taste has declared 
itself to supply the vacancy caused by the deposition of Port. Many, 
indeed, say that the nation has no opportunity of forming its taste anew; 
that the rightinciination, which was evinced by the comparative aban- 
donment of Port and Sherry, is baulked ot its proper development by 
the exclusion trom the English market—by high duties—of those 
French und German wines which should supersede those of Spain 
and Portugal. We may venture to say that it is in support ot this theory, 
viz., the impolicy ot the existing wine duties, that the book before us 
has been put forth. 


The writer, to do him justice, begins at the beginning. The 
first obvious question to be put to one who advocates the exten- 
sion of the wine trade is—Why not plant and foster the vine in 
your own island? Thereasons are clearly stated why the vine cannot 
flourish even in the South of Engtand. Not because it is too 
cold—Sweden, which produces excellent grapes, has a longer | 
and more severe winter than Devonshire; not because it is too | 
wet—more rain fails in the Bordeaux district than in most parts 
of Englaud; but, as may be slmost evrtainly inferred, because it | 
is too dim; because the vine requires above all things that intensity 
of brilliant light, which is obscured even on fine days, by the mist | 
and vapour of our ciimat~. Probably it might have been said also 
because the land iu England is generaliy too good for the vine, and 
men will not raise wine where they can raise corn. The conditions 
ot climate necessary to the flourishing growth of the vine are thus 
summed up:— 

Ail things considered, the climatorial conditions whizh more particularly 
favour the proper maiuiity of the grape may be -umined up as followe:—A 
high traneparency of atravephere; on extreme of summer heat, raagiog at 
least above 80 degs of Fahrenheit ; and wiater seasous in which the frosts are 
either not very eevere, or of short duration, except where the snows serve a8 a 
protection ; the abseuce of rains during the summer aud vintage seasons, or 
fails of very short duration durivg that period; a very decided distinction 
between the two seasons, summer and wigier, so that the plants be not eub- 
jected to overstrained vegetation, as would be the case in many tropical situa- 
tione ; the absence of spring fruat-, or # prompt transition between the one 
season jand the other without intermediate gradations; and immunity from 
violent winds, especially such az are cold or Wet, between the opening of the leaf 
and the gathering of the fru, As far a¢ mere temperature is coucerned, the 
conditions under which the juscioveness of the grape is most completely de-~ 
veloped, appear to be comprised in the following summary. usual extreme of 
summer heat, about 100 dege; usual extreme of cold in winter, 25 degs ; mean 
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temperature of the year, above 60 degs—of the winter above 50 dege, and of the 
gummer above 70 deg». ss 

The writer in his preliminary observations announces some general 
facts about wine, which, though well known to many, will be iaterest- 
ing to the uninitiated. First as to the colour of wine :— 

The colour of wine is of two kinds, which may be distinguished as the hush 
or natural colour, and the sugar or artificial colour; and both vary much in in- 
tensity and shadc, according to the nature of the grape or the method of treat- 
ment. Uader the head of Auwssk-colour are included all tints between rose 
colour and what is termed black, including red, purple, violet, &c., which are 
extracted by fermenting the skin of the grape; under the head of sugar-cojour 
are comprised all the shades of yellow or browp, which are obtained by the ad- 
mixture of evaporated or burnt muef. 

The various shades of Burgundy, Hermitage, Cahore, Roussillon. Bordeaux, 
Tafalla, Arragon, Beni Carlos, Val-de-Penas, Oporto, Red Lisbon, Tinto de 
Rota, &c., represent the former; whilst the Sherrier, Malagar, Marsalas, White 
Cape winee, and Madeiras afford examples of the latter. 

Most of the white wines are naturally of a pale greenish yellow. 

The aroma of wine appears to increase as we proceed from South to 
North. Takiog the wine zone to extend from the 36th to the 50th 
parallel of latitude, fragrance does not become a characteristic of 
wine till we reach the 42nd paralle’. The wines of Champagne, Bur- 
gundy, the Rhine, Hungary, &c., are all remarkable for characteristic 
fragrance; “ while those of the Levant, South of Italy, Spain, and Por- 
tugal do not possess this quality unless artificially scented.” 

The would-be connoisseur in wine will sometimes say, when pressed 
for his reasons for preferring this or that, ‘I do not know anything 
about your rules, but I know what I like myself,” and the plausible 
dictum is generally praised for its candour, This, however, is the 
merest Jatitudinarianism in the worse sense of the word, and is fatal to 
all just criticism. The great majority of people do not know what 
they like, and require rules to form and control their taste. Our 
author gives the following concise definition of a perfect wine. “The 
type,”’ he says, “of a perfect wine is clear, dry, full of body, of rich 
flavour, and characteristically fragrant.” 


The author then proceeds to divide the wine countries of the world 
into five climatorial regions :—lst, that of the Rhine, Moselle, Mayne, 
Neckar, Nahe and Abr, of Neuchatel, of the Valais, and of the Cote; 
2nd, that ot Champagne, Burgundy, the Soane, Tyrol, Styria, Austria 
Proper, Bohemia, Moravia, and part of Hungary; 3rd, which, in point 
of merit, he puts (and we think, considering what it includes, with 
justice) first, the region of Old Custile, Navarre, part of Catalonia, 
Roussillon, Bordeaux, the Rhone, Northern Italy, Southtrn Hun- 
gary, Wallachia, Moldavia, the Crimea, and the Don; 4th, that ofthe 
Douro and Portugal generally, of Western, Central, and Eustern Spain, 
of the Balearic Islands, Sardinia, Corsica, Elba, part of Italy and part 
ot Greece; Sth, that of the Islands of the Pacific and Atlantic, of 
Australia, the Cape of Good Hope, Southern Spain, and the Islands of 
the Mediterranean. 

The writer tollows each of these regions into its details, and pro- 
duces under each chapter a mass of condensed and valuable informa- 
tion. His account of tae Champagne manufacture may be mentioned 
as particularly interestiog. When we read of the difficulties which 
arise in dealing with all sparkling wince, the infusion of syrup to en- 
sure fermentation, which fermentation, essential as it is, occasions 
through ite excess infinite breakage and loss, we are constrained to ad- 
mit that “ still” wines, being exempt from the vagaries and consequently 
from the treatment of their sparkling brethren, are certainiy most 
sound, as in good judgment they are held the most palatable. We fiod, 
also, some curious observations on the vine disease: foremost among 
them the rewarkable fact that the Burgundy grape has been always 
free from it, But we must avoid these details, in order to say a few 
words on the question of the duties. 

In the first place, it can be hardly necessary to repeat the old assur- 
ance that all duties are in themselves evil. Were the exact balance 
of trade struck throughout the world by some good genius of civilisation 
and commerce, an uuiimited income tax would at once suggest itself 
as the natural mode by which a kingdom oveiflowing with pros- 
perity—the result of obtaining from others exactly what it lacked 
in return for those superfiuities which it did not want—should raise 
its rich and easy revenue. But in the meantime the question is, out of 
many duties, all clamouring to be reduced or extinguished, whose turn 
comes first? It is not contended that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
should forego the two millions, which, according to this writer, whose 
object it is to state the amount as lowas possible, he now derives from 
wine; it is not argued, as it was in the case of corn, that the revenue 
arising from the article must be a secondary consideration, or that the 
cheapness arising from reduction of duty will, by stimulating all trade, 
more than supply the deficiency created: these argumen's, which were 
eminently true regarding the prime necessary of tile, fail of applica- 
tion to what all mankind agree in regarding as a luxury. The advo- 
cates, therefore, of reduced wine duties are driven to a more difficult 
position: they have to prove that the loss incurred by reduction of 
duty would be more than compensated by increase of consumption. 
To this attempt it is objected on the other side that there is not in 
the coarse taste of the English that demand for the delicate wines ot 
France and Germany which would give the required consumption; 
and, secondly—a stili more fatal objection if true—that there is not 
the capability in the wine countries of supplying such demand if it 
did exist. In support of the latter argument are adduced the very 
smal! quantities of wine made in France during the last six years ; 
the fact that France, so far from having @ margin to supply any greatiy 
increased demand, was forced last year herself to import trom the 
Peninsula, while the fact that the vine is already cultivated in France 
to the utmost possible extent (presuming, as we may, thatit can never 

n good lands supplant the corn plant) precludes all hope which might 
be founded on the expectation ot great fu'ure development. 

The author of “Gatherings from the Wine-Lands” bas his answer 
onesch point. He says that the last six years have been confessedly 
exceptional, owing to the vine disease, the bad seasons, and the severe 
Pruning which the disease rendered necessary: that even under such 
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unfavourable circumstances the amount imported by France wag 5 
trifling —2,600,000 gallons—as not to justify any argument being based 
upon it; while ina good year—such as 1848—the production is so 
enormous that millions of gallons of wine are utterly lost for want 
of amarket. That with regard to the capacity for extension, grant. 
ing that little more land can be taken up in France, yet this is not 
the case in Spain, Portugal, and other wine countries; and even in 
France itself there is immense room for development of the land now 
under cultivation; that so far from cultivating their vineyards to the 
utmost, the cultivators, from the absence of all markets for their pro- 
duce, dread plenty as much as dearth, and absolutely take active 
measures to prevent abundance. 

In recording our judgment on the arguments thus summed up 
we are bound to say that the advocate for reduction appears jo 
us to have overlooked one important fact. The author of the 
“Gatherings” complains of Sir E. Tennent for his unfairness in 
selecting six exceptional years; the complaint is scarcely reason. 
able: Sir E. Tennent naturally took the most recent period, and 
that of which the facts are probably most accurately registered. But 
waiving this; granting that these years are exceptional, who shall 
guarantee us sgainst the recurrence of a similar exception? The 
author of the “ Gatherings” insists much on the abundant yield of 1848 ; 
but it is clear that that was as exceptional as the ensuing dearth, 
And as to the deficiency which followed, it is true that the vine dis- 
ease is new to this generation, but it may not be a new thing under 
the sun. Even if it is, inBurgundy, where the vine disease has not 
existed, the deficiency has still been very great, owing to bad seasons: 
bad seasons at least are no new phenomena: the revenue can onl 
judge on the facts before it, and as those facts at present certainly 
set one year of plenty against six years of deficiency, we doubt 
whether any Chancellor of the Exchequer will feel bold enough 
to disregard the unfavourable years as exceptional, when the 
proportion of exceptional to normal years is as six to one, 


With reference to the other argument that the coarse tastes 
of Englishmen would not be reconciled to the delicate wines of France 
and Germany we reject at once such epithets as coarse and delicate, 
which mean nothing and do not affect the controversy. What Sir 
E. Tennent cells coarse others might pronounce vigorous ; what he 
lauds as delicate others might denounce as washy. Still it seems hard 
tu deny that the taste of Englishmen does call for a full-bodied wine ; | 
so indeed does that of foreigners, and the result is that the fall-bodied 
wines—of Bordeaux and Burgundy—are dearest, and go to the markets 
which pay highest, viz, to London and Dublin. The difference seems 
to be, that whereas the inferior wines with less body find a local de. 
mand, Englishmen for the most part care for none but the best and 
fullest bodied. We hold it for a certainty that could the best wines of 
Bordeaux and Bucgundy be introduced at a cheap rate into England, 
they would so captivate the coarse tastes of the English as to defy all 
competition. But this is obviously impossible ; and we must confess 
to entertaining strong doubts whether the ordinary poorer wines of 
the same districts will ever be able to hold their own against beer and | 
brandy, which latter most—even cultivated—tastes in England will 
pronounce to be the better beverages. 

All this, however, can be no more than guess-work, But there is 
one fact which the author of the ‘‘Gatherings’’ seems to us to have 
passed without notice ; and it is very significant, viz, that former re- 
ductions of duty have not led to proportionate increase of consumption. 

It was unworthy ot the ability with which the author of the 
“ Gatherings” writes and argues, to insinuate that Sir E. Tennent was 
actuated by unworthy motives, So far as we can gather that gentle- 
man’s argument form the representation of his adversary, he is quite 
justified in taking credit for disinterestedness, in saying that no ele- 
ment of protection epters into the consideration either of the policy 
or the amount of the wine duties. It is simply a question of calcula- 
tion whether or not there is reasonable ground for supposing that a 
reduction of the duties on foreign wiue would be compensated by any 
great increase of consumption. On this question, in which, as may be 
supposed, all our sympathies are a priori in favour of reduction, we | 
forbear to give @ decided opinion. 1t is possible that the successful | 
cultivation of the vine in Australia or in India may furnish new 
important elements for consideration ; in the meautime we cannot 
doubt that the advocates of reduction exercise a wise discretion 
when they determine, owing to the pressure of the war and the “ ex- 
ceptional causes” which of recent years have Jed to such falling off in 
the supply of grapes, to leave the matter at rest till these calamities 


shall have passed away.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

The Queen's visit to Paris has been attended with the most beneficial 
effects to the trade of the capital. The ball at the Hotel de Ville im- 
parted the great+st activity to numerous branches of industry. Jewellers, 
for instance, sold more during the last fortnight than they did in the 
whole course of the year 1854, and transactions were frequently impeded 
by the difficulty of procuring workmen to execute the orders. ‘Ihe ac- 
counts from the munufacturing districts are likewise most favourable. 
The shopkeepers of Paris, having exhausted their stock of goods, have 
applied for fresh supplies to the provincial manufacturers. Those of 
Lyons, in particular, have been assailed with demands which will ensure 
employment to the operatives for many months to come. The same ac- 
tivity prevails at St Etienne and Nismes, and a considerable rise has in 
consequence taken place in the price of raw silk in the southern markets. 
The c-reals still show an upward tendency. ‘The stock of last year’s 
g'ain is scanty in most of the markets, and very little new grain is yet to 
be seen, Hznds are everywhere wanting, and the farmers, having been 
obliged to increase the wages of the reapers, are little disposed to part 
with their produce on reasonable terms. F our has risen 3f in Paris 
during the last eight days, and a further advance is expected. The best 
sorts have reached the price of 99f per sack of 157 kiiogrammes, and the 
others sell at from 93f to 97f. The stock in the ha/le has fallen under 
9,000 metrical quintals. New wheat fetches from 50fto 56f, according to 
weight and quality. It is generally of a good quality, and the weight 
varies from 77 to 80 kilogrammes perhectolitre. The cattle markets con- 
tinue to be well supplied, but the exorbitant pretensions of the graziers 
often paralyse transactions. The consumption of meat in Paris has aug- 
mented by at least one-fifth in the list two months, owing to the prodi- 
gious number of foreign and provincial visitos. The wine trode at Berey 
is very calm, prices showing a slight downward tendency. ‘Ihe accounts 
from the vine districts are still contradictory. In the Gironde pro- 
prietors decline making any concession, the greatest uncertainty prevail- 
ing as to the extent of the injury the oidium may ivflict between this and 
the vintage. In Burgundy the disease has made no progress. The price 
of Montpelier brandy remains stationary at 178f, and that of spirits ex- 
tracted from beet at 128f,

The 
stock market was firm, and perphaps more active than usual for the 
period of the year, but no material rise in quotations was likely to take 
place untill after the arrival of some large supplies of gold expected from 
California in consequence of the increassd yield of the mines. Mean- 
while, however, the New York banks continued to discount freely, acd 
the money market was therefore without pressure. The importaticn of 
manufactured goods trom Europe was large, but not excessive, and sti!l

The position of the City banks is shown by the following changes :—

returns been better than at present. 





AUSTRALIA. 

Later accounts from Sydoey state that thefimport market continued to 
improve, in consequence of the diminution of arrivals, and the impression 
was that in less than a year the general state of the mercantile affairs 
of all the Australian colenies will have returned to a perfectly natural 
and healthy position. Provisions of all kinds had experienced a further 
rise, and would be likely to remain at high rates for some months, espe- 
cially as the tide of immigration was greater than ever, owing to the ae- 
cessions received from other countries besides the United Kingdom. The 
rate of exchange on London had advanced to 4 premium. 


INDIA AND CHINA. 

Commercial advices from India are more favourable than for some time 
past. Money eppears to have become easier, and the demand for British 
goods to have ruled firmer, with diminished stocks. 

Bomsay, July 29.—Our money market during the fortnight has be- 
come easier, and the banks have reduced the rate of interest 1 per cent., 
with the prospect of a further fall soon. Transactions in Government 
and other securities have been limited, and prices generally have given 
way. Previous to the arrival of the mail the demand for goods noticed 
in our last report continued active, and transactions to a considerable ex- 
tent were negotiated; the home tidings, however, of the falling off 
both in cotton and piece goods caused a great change in our market, and 
offers, at very much lower figures, began to be made by the dealers, 
which, though at first refused, were eventually accepted, and the sales 
have been extensive, but almost on every description of goods at lower 
rates than last quoted. Freights have declined to 3/2s 6d to 3! 5s to 
Liverpool, and 31 5s to 3/ 10s to London, with every prospect of a stil] 
further reduction, owing to the recent arrival of several ships, and the 
short supply of produce for shipment. Nothing is doing with China,

Caxcurra, July 17.—Our produce market has not generally shown 
much activity during the past fortnight. Business has been principall, 
in sugar, rice, seeds, and latterly saltpetre has received rather more 4 
tention. ‘The Government sale of opium, held on the 9th inst, resulted 
very favourably as compared with previous sa'es. The increased Price 
obtained, notwithstanding the unfavourabie accounts just previously re. 
cvived from China, is to be attributed to reports very prevalent that there 
will be avery considerable decrease in the quantity to be brought forward 
next year; in the first place, arising from a lessened production; and 
secondly, from a portion of the new crop being, it is supposed, required to 
make good the deficiency in the parcels lately examined in town and re. 
turned for repacking at the agency above. Our piece goods market has 
been in an unsettled state during the last fortnight. Under the iufluence 
of the report of an extensive rise at home in cotton, holders had made a 
stand far an advance, and although the rise quoted proved to be from the 
lowest point, the actual addition to the cost of goods at home gave hopes 
(notwithstanding the heavy shipments which had continued up to the 
latest date) of an advance on this side being obtained. Our money mar- 
ket remains without the slightest improvement. In exchange the opera- 
tions for this mail have been very trifling indeed. At present, last mail’s 
quotations can only be repeated, say 2-14 to { for first-class credits, and 
$ to} above for document bills, six months’ sight, with no demand, and 
sale difficult to effect. 

The following statistics are extracted from the North China Herald, of 
June 30:—The present month closes the season of 1854-5. It has been 
a very remarkable year, and the business has been prosecuted, during the 
greater portion of it, under peculiar difficulties, arising from the troubled 
state of the country, and the siege operations in our own immediate 
neighbourhood, Nevertheless, we are happy to perceive that amidst the 
great difficulties encountered in finding a ready market for imports—the 
scarcity of acirculating medium—and the high rates of exchange pre- 
vailing, alarger export of tea has taken place to Great Britain than at 
any former period. As compared with the previous year, we find an ex. 
cess of full 20 millions of pounds of tea over 1853-4; and, to the United 
States of America, the excess over the same year is about 6 millions of 
pounds, as usual, chiefly green; the latter, however, is not nearly so 
large an export as in 1852-3, and the sum of the two years 1851-2 and 
1852-3 exceeds that of the two years 1853-4 and 1854-5 by about three 
millions of pounds. The export of silk is not so large as last year—that of 
silk piece goods, however, greatly in excess, being as 153,000 pieces, against 
62,000 in 1853-4. The large increase of export in tea has undoubtedly 
maialy arisen from troubles in the South; but then the export from the 
port of Foochow has largely helped to compensate for that state of 
things. We cannot at the present time make a systematic statement of 
the trade at this pert, but at a future time we hope to give one, in some 
detail, of the transactions of the past season. Estimating the export 
from Shanghae this season to all parts of the world at 77,000,000 lbs of 
tea, that from Foochow at 25,000,000 lbs, and that from Canton at 
15,000,000 ibs, we get an aggregate export of tea of 117,000,000 lbs, 


HoncKone, July 10.—We are glad to be able to notice a change for 
the better in imports at Canton, and, although the sales during the past 
month have been small, as goods have been sent into the couvtry, we 
trust this is an indication of returning confidence, and with it we look 
to the demand iocreasing. The scarcity of money, however, 1s felt among 
the dealers, the bankers at present declining to grant the usual facilities. 
Tea—The business for the month comprises about 4(),000 packages of all 
kinds taken at previous rates, except for orange pekoe, which is1 to 2 
taels lower. Fourteen chops of last season’s congous have been lately re- 
ceived, of which one chop has been settled for at 18} taels. The report 
is that the new teas will be down ere long. At Foochow the new teas 
were arriving freely. Two vessels had been despatched for London. The 
settlements at Foochow were six chops at from 15 to 23} taels.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The harvest has been an average one for most kinds of grain all 
over the north of Italy, and the Indian corn promises great abundance ; 
but the vines, especially in the Venetian provinces, are again sorely 
afflicted with the disease, and as there is no silk made in those dis- 
tricts, which affords a compensating crop in Lombardy, the people are 
likely to suffer much privation in the approaching winter, 8s wine, 
bread, and oil are already at unusually high prices in all the markets 
of that country, even though the exportation of cornis strictly pro- 
hibited. 

At a meeting of the General Steam Navigation Company held on 
Tuesday, the dividend declared was at the rate of 10 per cent. per 
annum.

The present returns show a decrease of circulation, 249,8721; 
an increase of public deposits, 564,0861; a decrease of private 
deposits, 575,5771; an increase of securities, 267,2261, made up of 
215,000/ of Government securities and 52,2261 of private securi- 
ties ; adecrease of bullion, 570,9911; a decrease of rest, 42,4021; 
and a decrease of reserve, 336,066/. The most noticeable feature 
in the returns is the large decrease of bullion, which may, per- 
haps, satisfy a correspondent of ours of the correctness of a 
statement last week, of which he kad some doubts. 

There is a good demand for money, but there is no alteration in 
the terms on which it is placed on call, or at which bills are dis- 
counted. Such a demand is only usual at the end of one month 
and at the commencement of another, and we are not disposed 
to attach any importance to it except as a temporary feature of 
the market. Yet as it arises immediately after another temporary 
pressure on account of advances for loans, part of which has 
been returned, we cannot but regard it as confirming the opinion 
that loanable capital is not plentiful, while the keen competi- 
tion which now prevails amongst banking establishments keeps 
the margin of unemployed capital extremely small. For a con- 
siderable period, trade, in consequence of the overdone markets of 
Australia and the United States, has been struggling with diffi- 
culties. Generally speaking, it has struggled successfully through 
difficulties which, under the good old system of Protection, would 
have led to a great panic and a general stoppage. In sucha 
condition, however, we cannot expect that any great accumulation 
of capital should take place, the large dividends on various bank 
stocks amounting in the end to no great sum. To the difficulties 
of trade must latterly be added the effects of the war, which em- 
ploys many men and much capital uuproductively. It replaces 
some capital—that vested in steam transports, for example—with a 
large profit, but this profit comes out of taxation ; and it is one of 
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the essential attributes of war, though not to the extent sup. 
posed by some persons, to employ a portion of the national capi. 
tal unproductively. This effect is probably now beginning to 
show itself in a less rapid accumulation of capital, and in the con- 
sequently sharp demand for money and short supply we have had 
of late to notice. It is pretty evident, too, from the compara. 
tively large increase in the amount of the public deposits 
6,971,8257 now against only 3,974,574/ at this time last year, 
that increased taxation continually lessens the amount of 
money which might otherwise be seeking profitable employment, 
It is applied to the service of the Government instead of sub. 
serving the wants of trade, 

The exchanges cuntioue genérally as they were, and without 
alteration. Austrian credit is not quite as good as it was. Gold 
continues to go abroad in small quantities and to many places, 
but to noone are the remittances heavy. 

The arrivals of specie reported in the week amount to.263,000/: 
15,000 0z of gold and 30,000/ in sovereigns by the Ocean Chief, 
from Sydney ; 825,179 dols by the Asia, from New York; and 
2,000 oz of gold by the Candace, from Africa. The exportations 
recorded amount to 28,1031 by the Tagus, for the Peninsula. 

Silver is in good demand, and the price keeps up. 

The funds have been very inanimate through the week. There 
have been no public events in this season of festivities and holi- 
days to affect the public securities. Speculators have been other- 
wise amused or occupied, and the funds have consequently been 
remarkably steady, rather drooping than rising. Consols, which 
closed last Friday at 914 }, close to-day at much the same 
figure, without having varied in the week any noticeable amount. 
The speculation which has taken place has been mostly confined 
to the old Turkish loan, which has improved, ard is now 93}, 
and to the new Turkish scrip, which has declined, and is now 
only 15 § premium.

It may be inferred, from the absence of ali excitement on the 
Stock Exchange, that the despatches, giving the details of the 
battle of Tchernaya, were not regarded as very favourable. It 

seems not liked that England should appear to play only a secon- 
dary part, and that greater precautions were not taken, when it 
was known that the enemy meant to attack, to make his defeat 
more decisive. It might have been dangerous, as General Simp- 
son states in his despatch, and as Admiral Bruat represents, 
to have followed the enemy to a distance under his own 
guns ; but great dissatisfaction is expressed that a larger force, 
particularly as Balaklava was threatened, was not concentrated to 
make the defeat of the enemy more certain and more decisive. 
Personally we know nothing of strategy, nothing of the nature of 
the ground on which the battle was fought ; but we perceive that 
the results, while all admire the bravery of our Allies, do not 
give satisfaction, Admiral Bruat’s despatch bas given more plea- 
sure, as he states that all the prisoners appear worn out with 
fatigue and want of nourishment, that the Russian veterans 
have disappeared, and that there is a prodigious difficulty in 
procuring supplies for Sebastopol. He assures us that victory is 
certain, and he represents the delay in achieving it as more ruin- 
ous to Russia than would have been a sudden and, for us, glorious 
success, Amongst prudent men, the immense’ cost of delay 
is not overlooked, and the exhaustion of all parties, it is supposed, 
may be nearer an equality than the Admiral describes. 


A statistical congress is to be held in Paris of deputies from 
European states, for the purpose of introducing greater uniformity 
in statistical documents. A similar copgress was holden in 
Brussels in 1853, which dealt with the questions of census, edu- 
cation, crime, emigration, &c. The present congress proposes to 
lay the basis of a comprehensive system of statistics relating to 
means of communication, such as roads, canals, railways, c. ; 
rovident institutions, such as savings banks, friendly societies, 
insurance companies, &c. Some of our chambers of commerce 
will be represented at the congress. 

The prospects in the United States continue to be flatter- 
ing. “There is (says the New York Shipping List of the 
11th inst-) an unqualified concurrence, in business circles, 
we find, in the opinion we have from time to time expressed, 
that— financially and commercially—a prosperous and unclouded 
future is before us. With abundant crops, and cheap pro- 
visions, and cheap coal in all the populous cities of the 
seaboard, nothing of an adverse character is to be appre- 
hended.” Nevertheless the journalist thinks it right to warn 
the banks—perhaps their customers also need the warning— 
“ that they can, if they choose, sow the seed of another crop of 
just such revulsions and panics as those we have witnessed 
during the past two years, and from which we are but even now 
recovering.

This shows an increase of nearly eighteen millions in loans, and 
a decrease of over two millions in specie. The deposits in- 
creased 1,650,000 dols last week, but they are two-and-a-half 
millions less than in J uly. 

“The stock market has been very active, particularly during the 
latter part of the week, and the leading speculative descriptions 
show a decided improvement. 

“ The tendency of the European war is to encourage foreign in- 
vestments in American securities. During the week some very 
large purchases of Western railroad and State bonds have been 
made upon foreign account. A large proportion of the foreign 
orders come from Germany.” 

“ The Customs revenue of the United States in May and Juve 
falls short of last year by 674,162 dollars. The figures are :— 
Receipts in May and June, 1854, 7,748,000 dols; receipts in May 
and June, 1855, 7,063,838 dols; falling off, 674,162 dols. 

“ The Secretary of the United States Treasury has just paid the 
last stiver of the memorable “ Holland Debt,” originally contracted 
by the three cities of the (then) district of Columbia, in aid of the 
construction of the Chesapeake and Obio canal, and subsequently 
assumed by the Congress.”—New York Paper.

Che Commerctal Crimes. 
Money Orvers.—On the Ist of September and thenceforth, the fol- 
lowing regulations, in regard to the issue and payment of money orders, 
will come into force :—Ist. When the remitter of a money order pre- 
sents a written requisition for the order, he will not be required (even 
when the order is not made payable through a bank}, to give more than 
the surname and the initial of one Christian name of the payee, though 
he will have the option of giving the name more fully; and it will suffice 
if the payee’s signature be as full as the name given by the remitter, 
and be not in any way inconsistent therewith. 2nd. The payee will not 
be henceforth required to furnish the address of the remitter, though 
he will still have to give the remitter’s name. Although it will no longer 
be necessary to enter the remitter’s address in the advice, the remitter 
will still be required to furnish it, and postmasters must, as heretofore, 
enter it in their journal.

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COMM ERCIAL ‘EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING. 


We might expect from the very fine weather permitting our farmers, 
if they exeri themselves, to gather every grain of wheat that the land 
bears into their barns, that the wheat market should now show symp- 
toms of declining ; but we can scarcely say that it does. For some 
parcels of wheat to-day, we have heard a lower price was accepted ; for 
others, again, we are assured a higher price was obtained. Considerable 
orders are continually arriving to purchase in this market, wheat and 
rice for the Continent, and the continual rise in the French markets, and 
the distressing accounts of the German crops, tend to keep up prices here. 
Our supplies of wheat, both of home and foreign growth, were short this 
week, and though there was not much disposition to purchase, Monday's 
prices were realised. The deliveries begin to approximate to those of 
of 1854, 71,104 qrs of wheat in the week ended August 25, and 58,555 
qrs in the corresponding week of last year. In the harvest generally, 
men take an interest, rejoice in the magnificent weather, and hope that 
the price will decline. Some find or fancy they will be benefited by 
scarcity, and there are reports of failing crops, of potato disease, &c., 
sent abroad to sustain the markets. To ascertain their correctness we 
must wait, but we may be quite sure that they can, and will have, only a 
very temporary influence over the market. 

Since the 22nd there have been 25 arrivals off coast:—Of wheat, 
3 cargoes from Salonica, 2 Constantinople, 1 Enos, 2 Alexandria 
1 Aquibas, 1 Galatz, 1 Saffi, 1 Marseilles, 1 Caiffa, 1 Ancona. Of 
maize, 1 cargo from Ibraila, 1 Genoa, 2 Trieste, 1 Constentinople, 
2 Galatz, 1 Enos, 1 Salonica, 1 Alexandria. Of beans, 1 cargo from 
Alexandria, 

The market reports from the neighbouring continent are unfavourable; 
weather rainy and stormy, and prices rising. ‘The demand for wheat at 
Antwerp for the interior has increased, and the price advanced on the 
25th from 1s to 2s perqr. At Bremen, on the 25th, however, the 
weather had set in fine, and though the price of rye had risen in the 
week, the market was then dull. At Hamburg there was continually 
wet weather to the 25th, and the reports of serious damage to the wheat 
crop had increased. A considerable deficiency was expected, and wheat, 
from the domestic demand, was dearer. At Rotterdam, on the 28th, 
rye continued torise. Thenew wheat brought to market was small and 
damp, and the market, from generally unfavourable reports of the 
harvest, opened with great animation, but closed with more quietness. 
The demand was principally for home consumption. All the reports that 
have fallen under our notice confirm the statement, that the harvest on 
the neighbouring continent to the north is below an average one. 

The sugar market continues active, and prices since last Friday have 
advanced from 1s 6d to 2s per cwt. The stock returns at this port,

Messrs Carey and Browne state, “ show a further very important rela- 
tive deficiency, the total quantity in our. bonded warehouses being 
25,000 tons Jess than at this time last year.” Such a fact, and the fact 
of the produce being relatively deficient—there being no probability of 
the supply being largely increased—have brought speculators into the 
sugar market, and have imparted to it considerable excitement. It 
closed firm to-day at the advance stated, 

The coffee market continues firm, with good sales. Cocoais in demand, 

and prices are higher. 

Tea has not advanced ; but the price of congou is fully maintained, 
and considerable speculative transactions have taken place in the article, 

The demand for rice is again active, and prices have further advanced 
from 3d to 6d per ewt. 

Saltpetre is firm, the price of other articles tends upwards, and there 
is cnly wanting an easy money market to i duce a great deal of specula- 
tive dealing. 

Of the new currant crop we have the following statement by 
Messrs Fels and Co., whose report, dated Patras, August 18th, has been 
forwarded by B. Bruckner and Co.:—“ The intensity of the disease has 
been greater this year than during the three preceding years; but, com- 
paratively, a larger portion of fruit has been saved from the attack of 
the blight than in 1854, in consequence of great care haviug been taken, 
by many of the planters, of the lower branches of the vines, as it 
turned out that such bunches as grow in immediate contact with the 
soil were less exposed to tne destructive influence of the disease than 
those growing in a more elevated position. The dense dews, however, 
which prevailed about three weeks ago, caused great injury to the 
healthy bunches, and not only has the quantity of the crop been dimi- 
nished, but its quality, also, has in some degree been thereby affected 
Cephalonia yields 3 to 34 millions of good, and 2 millions of ordinar- 
and bad fruit. The quality of the former, on an average, is ratherip 
ferior to that of last year. Zante yields about 500,000 good frui« 
and 1 million Jbs ordinary and bad. The 500,000 consist for tls 
most part of fruit having undergone the operation of pulverised sulphur 
the remainder, having been carefully assorted, is quite as good as last year's 
The su!phurised fruit is of excellent quality—bloomy, and as sweet asthe 
fruit of 1851; but it has the smell of sulphur, which (at least in the begin 
ning) will render its sale difficult, although the fruit itself, and food pre 
pared with it, will not, so far as taste is concerned, be at all prejudiced 
Morea—Filiatra and Arcadia yield about | million of good and $ 
million of ordinary and bad fruit, the former being finer and better than 
last year’s produce of the province, and from its boldness and substance, 
particularly suited to the English market. For this fruit 105 dols has 
already been paid there. Pirgos and Gastuni yield about 3} millions of 
good and two millions of ordinary and bad qualities—the former is not 
so fine nor so substantial as Filiatra fruit, and on an average is also 
more mixed than last year’s produce, through the damage caused in the 
district by dew, and on account of the diseased currants not having been, 
during the vintage, separated as carefully as desirable. In addition to 
the above, the Peloponesus yields only about 250,000 good, and 250,000 
ordinary and bad quality in Patras ; 150,000 good, and 100,000 ordinary 
and bad quality in Vostizza ; 100,000 good, ‘and 1 50,000 ordinary and 
bad quality in the remaining producing localities. W e cannot, there- 
fore, with the foregoing data before us, estimate the total crop higher 
ae 9 millions good, and 6 millions second and third quality, against 

3,863,000 lbs in 1854; 14,232,000 lbs in 1853 ; and 27,732,000 lbs in 
1952 Fae 

There has been again a fair demand in the Liverpool cotton market 
this week, the sales have been 51,000 bales, and middling cotton has ad- 
vanced 1- 16d per lb; other descriptions are unchanged. Spinners have 
taken 40,000 bales; speculators, 5,000 bales; and exporters, 6,000 bales. 
The market has been more active in the last three days, and the sales to- 
day are 12,000 bales at very firm prices. The reduced stocks of spinners 
have compelledthem to enter the market to supply their immediate wants, 
and speculators have joined them in their operations, which has increased 
the transactions to some extent. The accounts from America contain 
little of interest. The result of the last crop will prove about 2,800,00 
bales. Respecting the new crop, the accounts continue very contradictory: 
The sales in this market are 4,750 bales, at rather dearer prices. 

In the oil and seeds market in the week there has been great activity 
and improving prices. This market partakes of the general tendency, 
Fine Lagos palm oil commands 43/ per ton.

Sinee our last report of the 10th ult. the shipments of sugar from hence 
and Matanzas amount to 180,638 boxes, against 184,618 boxes last year 
during the corresponding space of time. The total exports from both 
ports, since Ist of January, comprise 1,104,500 boxes, against 1,017,673 
in 1854, and 798,891 in 1853. The actual stock, between here and 
Matanzas, may be computed at about 118,000 boxes, of which at least 
one-fourth in second hauds, against about 150,000 boxes last year at the 
same period. Although during last week the number of eager buyers 
diminished, and transactions were less important, yet our quotations 
since our last report, showing an advance of Ir, and being fully gr 
higher than in 1854 at the corresponding epoch, keep very steady. Dry 
and strong-grained qualities, which are now scarcely to be met with, com- 
mand extra rates, and there remains not the least chance for a decline of pre- 
sent prices. The prospects for the ensuing crop continue so far very favour- 
able. The stock of muscovado sugars is very much reduced, and lately 
nothing has been done; but a few days ago a late supply from the country 
sold at one of our outports at 7} rs, and the quavity was scascely fair. 
Transactions in molasses are very trifling, owing to the much reduced stock, 
and the high pretensions of holders ; now and then a few transactions 
take place at 4} to Srs, for clayed. Rum more abundant at from 34 dols 
to 35 dols per pipe, cask included. Transactions in coffee are restricted to 
few purchases for consumption here at 104 dols to 11 dols for 2nd and 3rd 
quality. Freights—We have to report a considerable decline of European 
as well as coastwise rates since our last report ; the fluctuating state 
which pervaded our market at the beginning of July finally settled in a 
calm, which was only enliveved towards the end of that month, when a 
few transactions took place, with a view of dispatching the vessels before 
the Ist of August. ‘lhese were closed at 2/ for the Channel, and only 
for small Spanish craft, while middling-sized vessels were taken for favourite 
ports in the United Kiogdom as low as 1/ 5s. Far from recovering, the 
market has remained since in a Janguid state, and although the amount 
of tonnage in port is comparatively insignificant, yet we do not anticipate 
any improvement.

In the accounts just received, per overland mail, there is nothing 
calculated to affect this market one way or the other. From Calcutta 
the advices in the face of them appear very unfavourable, but it must 
be borne in mind that they report a period of holidays, heavy rains, and 
the “‘ uniucky month,”—the last not the least important consideration 
with the natives of India. At Bombay large transactions, but at rather 
lower rates than those demanded at the time the previous mail left. From 
China we have the still same unsatisfactory reports, and the only part 
where Manchester fabrics are being'disposed of is Shanghai, the sales and 
barter during the month being upwards of 100,000 bales of shirtings, 
besides cther descriptions to a fair extent.

AMERICAN CORN AND FLOUR MARKETS, 


New York, Aug. 11.—Froor anp Meat.—The market for State 
and Western flour opened heavy on Wednesday, and rather lower prices 
were, in some instances, accepted; but subsequently, with an increased 
demand for home use, export, and on speculation, and a material falling 
off in the receipts, the decline was recovered, and prices of the medium 
grades now stand 12}4c to 25¢ above those current on Tuesday last. 
There has also been some inquiry for filling contracts. and, with a re- 
duced supply, this has materially strengthened the buoyancy. We under- 
stand that the inspectors now pass anything and everything that comes 
along as superfine, but that the standard will be so altered on the Ist of 
of September as to be a source of less dissatisfaction among the trade— 
a consummation devoutly to be wished, no doubt, judging from the com- 
plaints that have been uttered against the inspection for a year or more 
past. The accounts from the harvest districts where the incoming wheat 
crop was represented to have sustained considerable injury from the pro- 
tracted wet weather, are of a more favourable tenor, and the damage will 
be immaterial, viewing the yield of the country in the aggregate. The 
sales reach 33,000 bris, including 8,000 common State for future de- 
livery at 7 dols for October, 7 dols to 7.25 dols for November—the latter 
price yesterday, and considerable inferior, called “ bogus,”’ for immediate 
delivery, 7.75 dole. Canada flour, with an increased demand and light 





| supply, has advanced 25c to 374c: sales 4,000 bris, the market closing 


with a strong upward tendency for all kinds. Grain—With a good de- 
mand f@ home use, and a fair inquiry for export, prices of new Southern 
wheat heve advanced 4c to 5c for red, and 5c to 10c for white. There 
is little, if any, old in market, and prices for this description are therefore 
‘nominal. There is still a speculative demand for future delivery, and it 
is said that a large portion of the purchases already made, to arrive in 
the autumn, were on account of the Greek merchants ; the fact that

Common to 
good brands of Canadian sold at 8.75 dols to 9 dols, extra brands, 9.25 
dols to 10.25 dols. Southern flour was rat her dull: inferior brands, 8.50 
dols to 8.62} dols; ordinary to good, 8.914 dols to 9.37} dols; extra, 
9.624 dols to 10.25 dols.

LONDON MARKETS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 


Mark Lang, Fratpay Morning. 


Owing to the late purchases of foreign flour on French account—the 
limited supplies of both English and foreign wheat offering—and the 
conflicting accounts from various quarters respecting the yield of the 
new crop of grain, added to the slow progress of harvest work, notwith- 
standing the extreme fineness of the weather, the corn trade has been 
somewhat excited this week, and prices generally have been on the ad- 
vance. Under the impression that large additional quantities of flour 
wil) be purchased for shipment to France, and that a further important 
rise will, as a consequence, take place in the value of wheat, many of the 
leading importers of foreign have withdrawn their samples from Mark 
lane and Liverpool ; but our opinion is that the demand has been met— 
that the late purchases will turn out by no means profitable—and that 
French buyers are not likely to visit our markets for some time, unless, 
indeed, prices in Paris should further improve. For some time, how- 
ever, we may look forward to considerable firmness in the quotations 
from the fact that much of the farmer’s time is now occupied in the 
fields—that extensive thrashings will be almcst impossible—and that 
the quantity of foreign grain at this time on passage to England is com- 
paratively small. In our opinion, nothing but a pressure of supply can 
reduce present currencies, and as no pressure exists, we see no reason 
why any important fall should take place in the quotations. The im- 
provement in the prices of wheat since Monday se’nnight has been from 
3s to 5s per quarter, and all spring corn has risen in proportion. The 
flour trade has ruled somewhat active at 3s to 4s per sack more money 
for all good and useful qualities. 

Notwithstanding the conflicting reports respecting the new crop of 
wheat, there are no reasonable grounds to suppose that the aggre- 
gate produce—when we consider the immense extent of land under 
culture this season—is below an average. As regards the condi- 
tion of the new samples which have made their appearance at 
Mark lane, we may observe that it has been quite equal to last 
season, and the prices obtained—66s to 76s per quarter for red, 
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and 68s to 82s for white—show that we have not over-estimated 
the produce either as to weight or condition; and we would compare 
these prices with those of the crop of 1854. All persons must admit 
that the produce that year was the finest ever grown in this country, and 
we have now new, consequently somewhat soft, wheats selling readily 
within 2s per quarter of the old crop. Samples deficient in quality 
would never realise prices such as we have quoted. So far, therefore, as 
we have prugressed—though, of course, much has yet to be done ere the 
harvest is secured—we see no reason to join in the cry that we have a 
deficient crop. The yield of barley is large, even upon the most inferior 
soils; but there is a decided deficiency in the colour of most of the 
samples. Oats, beans, and peas are turning out fully equal to last season. 

Very favourable accounts have come to hand on the subject of the 
potato crop. With very few exceptions, it promises a very large return. 
The weather is decidedly favourable for it.

Holders 
have been very firm, and on Monday they realised 3s to 4s per quarter 
advance on most samples, The transactions, however, were by no means 
large. Over 2,000 barrels of new American flour have comein. The 
trade has been active, at from 3s to 4s persack more money. 

Grinding barley bas produced more money. Other descriptions have 
realised full quotations, Oats, beans, and peas have been in short sup- 
ply and steady request, at rather enhanced rates.
